How much of this is wishful 
thinking, one cannot say. Some of 
it is. But also, some of his con- 
clusions are true. One may read- 
ily believe the villages, which 
make up the real strength of 
China, do not care for Commu- 
nist control.

The Chinese Communists are in 
the midst of a shift from Seoul 
in the central portion of the Ko- 
rean peninsula, to the East.

Chinese Communists are pay- 
ing a severe toll for their ad- 
vances and unless the Russians 
are throwing in ammunition and 
replacements for mortars and at- 
tomatic weapons, Mao and his 
staff must be wrinkling their 
brows over what it will mean to 
drive the UN forces from Pusan 
once the perimeter is shortened 
and backed by naval guns and 
carrier-based airpower.

Meanwhile, there are benefits 
from the fighting which must not 
be overlooked in the gloom of 
present defeat. 

Chinese forces are so with- 
drawn from Southeast China as 
to give guerrilla operations hope 
and room to maneuver. The Chi- 
nese Reds are not likely to move 
on Indochina so long as the Ko- 
rean fighting continues. Pres- 
sure is relieved on Malaya, 
Burma and Siam. 

This time it is the Chinese and 
Russians who must take a sec- 
ond look at their cards. 

Will they decide on an all-out 
push against the UN forces mov- 
ing back toward Pusan? Or will 
they halt, after all, and agree to

LAKENHEATH, England, Jan. 
16—(/)—-Six American ‘global! 
bombers”—giant B-36s which can 
freight an atom bomb 10,000 miles 
—roared into this air base Tues- 
day from Texas. 

They took off Saturday from 
Carswell Base, Fort Worth, Texas, 
paused at the Limestone Air Base 
on Maine’s northeastern tip and 
then flew a dog-leg course across 
the Atlantic, dropping practice 
bombs en route, the U. S. Air 
Force said. : 

The flying time was about 24 
hours for the 7,000-mile distance, 
though the six gas engine-driven 
propeliors and four undersiung 
jets are capable of pushing a B-36 
435 miles an hour at top speed. 

It was the first time the enor- 
mous long-range warplanes had 
appeared on a mission to Europe. 
Though they were to return to 
their home base within four days, 
their presence revived persistent 
rumors that such bombers may 
goon be based in Europe.

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Abolish State Property Tax 


Abolition of the State property tax is a 
vital part of total tax revision which the 
people have been promised. It is, in fact, 
the keystone of the entire program and 
unless the State property tax is eliminated 
the Legislature cannot claim to have 
achieved the sort of tax revision the people 
want, and which was recommended by the 
Tax Revision Committee after two years 
of study. 


Tax revision without elimination of the 
State property tax simply would be more 
patchwork on the old, worn-out structure. 


The Tax Revision Committee recom- 
mended the State property tax be repealed 
by constitutional amendment. ‘The Gov- 
ernor urged that this be done. 


There is a strong movement in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. to effect a compromise by 
substituting repeal, or reduction to a nomi- 
nal sum, by legislative statute instead. 


Proponents argue that counties badly 
need the assistance of the State machinery 
in assessing the properties of utilities and 
other large holders. The State, they say, 
supplies valuable information to county 
assessors on values of such items as trac- 
tors and automobiles. Periodic forums 
and schools sponsored by the State keep 
local officials posted on new develop- 
ments. 


Opponents of constitutional repeal con- 
tend the counties need to keep at their 
disposal the technical aid and enforcement 
facilities of the State tax machinery.

On South Carolina 


On being greatly distressed by North 
Carolina’s shortcomings, the late Josephus 
Daniels had a habit of consoling himself 
by saying, “Thank God for South Caro- 
lina!” In those days South Carolina nearly 
always was close to the bottom of the list 
in most worthwhile accomplishments and 
almost any state could comfort itself by 
comparison. 


That nozlonger is true, of course. South 
Carolina has made remarkable progress in 
the last few years. Some would say it 
has continued forward recently in spite of 
rather than because of Gov. Strom Thur- 
mond, the Dixiecrat. 


Yesterday South Carolina changed 
horses and this time it got a thoroughbred 
in the person of James F. Byrnes, former 
Secretary of State, one-time Supreme 
Court justice, “Assistant President” under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and holder at one’ 
time or another of an amazing number of 
other high offices, including that of U. S. 
Senator. 

James Byrnes was elected Governor by 
South Carolina because of his international 
stature and statesmanship. He did not 
stoop to the racial issue and there was no 
hint of demagoguery in his campaign. His 
platform appearances were dignified. 

In his inaugural address yesterday, 
Gov. Byrnes set the tenor of his adminis- 
tration. Abolition of segregation, as some 
in Washington want, would endanger the 
public school’ system, he said. But, he 
made it clear Negroes are entitled to equal 
school facilities. “We must,” he said, “see 
that they get them.” 

Gov. Byrnes is a firm believer in states’ 
rights, but he also believes a state must 
discharge its responsibilities. He would 
have no part of the Dixiecrat movement. 

South Carolina can expect to make 
greater progress than ever under the ad- 
ministration of a statesman who com- 
mands respect throughout the world.

some time in the future might find it nec- 
essary to return to the property tax field. 
In such case, that could be done by action 
of the General Assembly rather than by 
submission to the people of another con- 
stitutional amendment, 

We believe most Georgians would feel 
more comfortable with constitutional re- 
peal. It would, in truth, be all too easy 
for the General Assembly, looking about 
for more revenue—as is the perennial 
custom—to seize upon reinstatement of the 
property tax as the easiest way. That is 
the great danger of failing to write repeal 
into the Constitution. 

We wonder, too, if county tax assessors 
and collectors are really as helpless and 
as ignorant of their duties as some legis- 
lators profess to believe. 

Of the two projected bills to be offered 
as compromise measures, one would repeal 
the State property tax outright but keep 
the enforcement machinery. The othér 
would abolish all but one-half mill of the 
present five-mill tax, the proceeds to be 
used to pay the expense of assisting 
counties. 

And if a half-miil'tax were maintained, 
it would be all too simple a matter to in- 
crease it by easy stages until Georgia was 
right back where it started. 

If the General Assembly insists upon a 
compromise, let it not be content with any- 
thing less than complete repeal. A con- 
stituticnal amendment would be far better, 
but repeal—absolute repeal—by legislative 
action would be better than nothing,

Don’t Turn 


The Clock Back 


We note with regret that the Polk 
County delegation has submitted to the 
General Assembly a_ resolution ° which 
would change the method of choosing the 
county school superintendent from ap- 
pointment by the school board to election 
by the people. 


Under the present law the method of 
selecting the county school administrator 
is left to the citizens of the county, 
through local legislation by the Assembly. 
We hesitate to comment on the internal af- 
fairs of any county, but we cannot refrain 
from expressing the hope that the trend 
toward appointment of the school super- 
intendent will not be reversed. 


The county school superintendent should 
be picked solely on the basis of his train- 
ing and experience, his ability to do the 
job. In performing the duties of his of- 
fice often he must run counter to the 
wishes of small communities. That is espe- 
cially true in these days when consolida- 
tiom seems the wise—in fact, the only— 
thing to do to attain those twin goals of 
efficiency and economy in school opera- 
tion. 


It is freedom from politics and from 
political pressure that enables an appointed 
superintendent to build a school system on 
that democratic principle of greatest good 
to greatest number. The elective official 
does not have that freedom. To stay in 
office, too often he must compromise with 
his ideals and cater to those who can swing 
the most votes in the districts he must 
carry. 

We are discouraged -to see that even 
one county would consider a change in 
what we think is the wrong direction and 
we hope Polk Countians reconsider. In 
fact, it is our belief that the State school 
system itself would profit from adminis- 
tration by an appointed, rather than an 
elected, director.

County, is going to tell the class how a legislator can get roads, or at least road 
promises, for his constituency. The gentleman from Leary is not only a member 
of the old school, the College of Political Knowledge, that is, but he is well 
qualified as a faculty member, having often represented his district in the General 
Seceahby. Last week he came to Atlanta and spent a couple of days at the Capitol, ear to the 
ground and nose to the wind, watching the State Legislature gear up for the present session. 


Then he went back home and reported what he sensed, 
“Many road promises are reported to have been made to most every county in the State

in his weekly column in the Tri-County 


provided certain requirements are met,” said this man who smelled pomnetining besides cigar smoke 


in Capitol corridors and cloakrooms. 

Those requirements currently are two, it 
seems. “One is to go ‘down the line’,” reports 
Prof. Lunsford, “even if you don’t know what is 
‘down the line.’ Another is to scrap the recently 
enacted long-range highway planning law (the 
Gholston Act) which the Governor signed and 
swore to uphold but which has never been en- 
forced.” 


(Generally. speaking, “down: the line” means 
taking signals from the Administration. leader 
and raising the hand in support of each bill on 
which he winks the “aye,” even if you must 
hold the nose with the other hand while you do.) 


By way of winding up this lesson on how to 
win roads by influencing legislation, our instruc- 
tor says: 

“Tj is interesting to watch some of our new 

legislators fall for the same old road promises 
and other traps that special high-pressure groups 
lay for them during the 70 days which they 
serve as custodians of the general welfare of all 


the people of the grand old State of Georgia.”

THIS MAN who has been to the Assembly 
long enough and often enough to know of what 
he speaks deplores the turn-over each two years, 
a new Senate and about 75 per cent change in 
House membership. He has grave doubts, and 
so do the rest of us, that any long-range program 


of lasting benefit can come from the almost 
complete change-over every two years. 

(The situation contributes to the cynic’s defi- 
nition of the Legislature as a body of men as- 
sembled to repair the damage done and take off 
the shackles imposed by the session just pre- 
vious. ) 

Contributing to the lack of continuity in the 
State Senate is the traditional system of rota- 
tion by which the counties in a senatoria] dis- 
trict take turns in choosing the Senator from 
the district. Thus, in a three-county district, 
voters in two of the counties exercise their right 
of choice in only one election out of every three. 
If this be representative democracy, then there 
are those who are making the most of it.

What’s he trying to do ... out-Rivers Ed? 

With the exception of Louisiana, Georgia already has more 
people on relief than any other state in the union. I think we 
ought to look elsewhere for something to be first in. 


Relief is already a forty-million-dollar-a-year business 
in Georgia and, under the Governor’s proposals, would soon 
reach fifty-five. That’s more money than the tobacco crop 
briiigs and almost as much as cotton or moonshine. 


The truth of the matter is that, for a lot of people, relief has 
become a career. It’s a good steady income, with no overhead, 
and, while you may not get any overtime, you sure can’t beat 
the hours. 


Celestine Sibley wrote yesterday that Georgia soon may 
become known as “The Welfare State.” But we might as well 
be honest and just change the “Peach” to “Leech.” 


Incidentally, that extra cent-a-gallon tax on gasoline was put 


on in June, 1949, as an “emergency” measure. But we should 
have known that, to hear the politicians tell it, life in this State 
is just one emergency after another. 


Indeed, with the possible exception of Stone Mountain 
and the “Danger—Proceed at Your Own Risk” signs on our 
highways, nothing in Georgia is quite as permanent as a “tem- 
‘porary” tax.

Income Tax Change 


Would Cost Little 


If you earn less than $5,000 and are a family 

man, don’t worry about the proposed State 

Sa ~= Changes in the income taxes. Chances are you 
are paying little, or nothing, in State income taxes right now. 

The Administration measure to use the “Federal net income” 
as a basis for State income taxes will cost you little, if any, more 
than you are paying the State today. In planning a three per 
cent sales tax, which will place its burden chiefly on the lower 
income tax group, Gov. Talmadge doesn’t propose to raise any 
additional revenue through income taxes from this group. 

The Administration is seeking td prevent the higher Federal 
income taxes from costing the State government $5,000,000. To 
do this, it will disallow deduction of Federal income tax pay- 
ments in making State tax returns. This move not only will 
prevent the loss of $5,000,000 which the State now is getting, but 
it will raise an additional $5,000,000 for the State. Thus, it will 
mean an over-all increase of $10,000,000. 


Gov. Talmadge says it will cos€ the Georgia tax- 
Low Cost payers only $2,000,000 to give the State a $10,- 
000,000 gain. The other $8,000,000 will be diverted from the 
Federal treasury, where Georgians now are sending the bulk of 
their income tax money. 

State tax experts figure that when you deduct the Federal 
tax payments from your State returns, it slices a hunk from the 
State’s revenue. If you don’t deduct the Federal taxes, you will 
pay the State more. If you pay the State more and deduct your 
State payments from your Federa} returns, you will pay the 
Federal government less. It won’t make a whole lot of difference 
to you where you pay your money, but it will make some dif- 
ference to the State government, they claim. 


There is much objection to this proposal on the grounds that ° 


it is a “tax on a tax.” There is also some objection to siphoning 
off Federal revenue in time of national emergency. The State 
administration says that the plan grants the Georgian many 
benefits, and doesn't merely disallow deduction of his Federal 


“——_ 
ese additional benefits allowed through the use of the “Fed- 
eral net income” will mean that most of the additional State 
money will be diverted from the Federal treasury, instead of a 
big additional dig into the taxpayer’s pocket, the Administration 
asserts. 


At the request of the Governor, State Income 
An Example Tax Director Fielding Dillard worked out 
some examples of the Administration’s proposal. Suppose you 
have a net Federal income of $3,000—that’s after tdking credit 
for medical expenses, and eventually deducting your State income 
taxes—and are married and have one child. Today you are pay- 
ing the State nothing. Under the new proposal, you would pay 
the State $1—but you would pay the Federal government 20 
cents less, so your own total increase would be 80 cents. 

If you have a net income of $4,000—and that means you are 
grossing upwards to $5,000—and have one child, you are paying 
the State $7.12. The new measure would increase the State’s 
take to $12. It would cut the amount you are paying the Fed- 
eral government by 98 cents, so your total tax increase would be 
$3.90 fof the year. 

When you step into the higher brackets, the transfer from 
the Federal government into the State treasury increases until 
it overbalances the higher State payments from your own pocket. 
At $10,000, with one child, you are paying $120.84 now. The new 
bill would give Georgia $195, or $74.16 more, but you would put 
up only an additional $48.95. 


: Corporations and individuals in the higher 
Corp orations strata also would realize the benefits of fig- 
uring their capital gains and losses and taking credit for cor- 
poration contributions if the State adopted the “Federal net 
income.” The Administration bill cuts the Corporation income 
and the maximum individual income tax rates from the present 
seven per cent to five per cent. 

That’s the Administration’s picture of its proposed income tax 
bill. Rep. John Greer, of Lanier, Administration critic, has 
offered an alternate bill which grants the Federal deduction as 
now, but hikes the State rates. He says it will produce about the 
same revenue for the State as will the Talmadge-sponsored bill. 
It won’t have the stigma of a “tax on a tax”; it will have the 
stigma of a rate increase.

But how we do miss our church singing... 
the rush to be the first one, on those long-ago 
Sunday mornings in Creola schoolhouse, to “call 
out the song number” .. . exuberantly swing- 
ing into “Beulah Land” ... switching from an 
elegant high sopranv. just in time to put in a 
torchy “Praise God!” with the altos on the 
chorus. Critic Thomson would have found the 
music made at those weekly services in Creola 
schoolhouse right in line with his theories. We 
were wrong, all right, but we didn’t err on the 
side of timidity. We sang bad... but loud. And 
how we loved it. 


Most of the people we knew who met at 
Creola schoolhouse on Sunday mornings 
were inarticulate about their faith.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16—Sen. Connally, Democrat, Texas, Chairman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, told the State Department Tuesday he wished it would stop making major foreign 


policy decisions without consulting his committee. 


In a meeting with assistant Secretaries of 
State Dean Rusk and John Hickerson Tuesday 
morning, the administration's principal foreign 
policy spokesman in the Senate complained that 
he had not been consulted before the United 
States voted in favor of the latest United Nations’ 
“cease-fire” appeal to Communist China. 


To read about this decision for the first 
time in the newspapers, and then be con- 
fronted with a horde of angry associates in 
the Senate, said Connally, was a peculiar 
method of trying to keep the State Depart- 
ment and the Congress in step. 


Moreover, Connally indicated, he had reserva- 
tions himself about the justice of the UN appeal, 
which proposed that a Korean ‘‘cease-fire” 
should be followed by negotiations with Com- 
munist China on the future of Formosa and the 


question of who should represent China in the 
United Nations. 


Confronted with charges in the Senate that 
the U. S. approva] of the UN resolution was a 
surrender to Red China and the start of a ma- 
neuver to give Peiping Formosa and a seat in 
the UN. Rusk and Hickerson denied that it was 
anything of the sort. 


The United States; they said, was trying to 
maintain unity in the UN on the problem of 
Communist China. It was the overwhelming 
sense of the UN that another effort should be 
made to bring a halt to the fighting in Korea. 
The U. S. was also urged to agree to discuss 


the Formosan and UN representation questions, 
if the “cease-fire” were carried out, 


It was entirely wrong to assume from this, 
however, they added, that the start of discus- 
sions meant a “sellout.” We had been discuss- 
ing many things with the Communists for years 
without surrendering to them. 


By accepting the resolution, however, the 
State Department aides said, one last clear 
and fair attempt to end the war had been 
made, and if it were rejected by Peiping, 
then the other members of the United Na- 
tions could scarcely have any excuse for not 
going forward with a clear condemnation of 
Red China’s aggression. . 


The representatives of the State’ Department 
and several members of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee differed on the obligation of 
the State Department to consult before last 
week’s vote. Rusk said it was the policy of the 
State Department to consult with the Foreign 
Relations and the Foreign Affairs Committees 
whenever there was any change in the basic 
policies of the U. S. Government. 


The vote for the cease-fire resolution, how- 
ever, did not signify or imply any change in our 
basic policy toward Communist China, Formosa, 
or the questions of representation in the UN. 
These policies remained the same. If Red China 
accepted a “cease-fire” in accordance with our 
terms, we would “discuss” the other questions, 
but that did not mean that we were prepared to 


turn Formosa over to Peiping or bring the Come | 


munist regime into the UN,

During his Christmas trip home, President Truman stopped at 


_ Vergne Dixon’s Chili Parlor at. 1504-06 Olive St., Kansas City, and put himself 
outside a bow! of chili along with a scuttle of beer fetched from yonder, Mr. Dixon having no beer 
license. It seems to me that some law got busted here, but I am not for multiplying our President’s 
troubles, so I will only mutter in a low voice that the WCTU, which hollered murder when our 


troops got beer in Korea, certainly booted one. 


I am afraid I carried on when I got going about 


chili con. for this delicatessen is downright spiritual with us who long since sat on the high stools, 
as Mr. Truman did in Dixon's, and on $25 a week got by from pay-day to pay-day, well-fed and 


well-content. 


I wrote that chili con should be made with 
ground beef, beans, chili powder, tomatoes, onions 
and garlic, and seized an‘occasion to extol by 
name the put-up chili and the chili beans and 
powder’ sold by Gebhardt’s of El Paso. 


I had no inkling of the feeling among the de- 
votees of the House of Gebhardt, who fell on me 
jin numbers, by telegram and mail. Not only is 
Gebhardt’s an ancient and honorable institution 
of San Antonio, but Gebhardt’s meat is not 
ground but cooked so well that it comes undone, 
releasing its juices among the beans. 


Then, too, I ran afoul of the devotees of 
Wolfe’s chili con and related products, which 
actually are made in El Paso. Mrs. Louis 
Messolonghites, of New York, the former 
Bernice Brown, of Wichita Falls, Texas, some- 
times cooks her own, but, for boughten goods 
out of cans, throws in with Wolfe's. 


I got a letter from a man laid up with a 
broken leg, Thomas Hall, of Kansas City. Those 
shut-in jobs are hair-trigger letter-writters. 


“There are,’ he wrote, “no onions or tomatoes 
in chili con. Likewise no potatoes, okra, corn 
, nor other vegetables except dark beans and garlic. 
Lying here with little to do, I phoned Vergne 
Dixon, who says he doesn't even use garlic.” 

I telegraphed Mr. Dixon for his recipe and 
he wired back: 


“Have been established 32 years in same 
location: Use neither tomatoes nor onions, we 
use garlic owing to various tastes of custom- 
ers. We buy California pink beans and cook 
separate from meat. Meat is cooked in steam 
cookers and we use ground chuck, We use 
no chili powder, Our spices come from James 
H. Forbes & Company. We mix them our- 
selves.” 


Mrs. Virginia McDonald, the author of “How 
I Cook It,” wrote that chili con “is unknown in 


Mexico,” wherein she is mistaken to my certain 
knowledge. 

“Properly made,” she continued, “the meat is 
cubed, not ground, and it is served with bread, 
not crackers. Only Yankees serve it with crack- 


ers. I am a native Texan and know whereof I 


speak.” 


I don’t want a fight. I am just a mild fellow 
anxious to please everybody. But nobody can 
tell me they don’t grind the meat or team chili 
with crackers in Texas. Mrs. McDonald probably 
doesn’t hang around railroad stations mitch. That 
is where you find chili parlors. And doesn’t 
Vergne Dixon use “ground chuck’*? 


C. A. Tatum, a Texan living in Phoenix, wrote: 
“Old man Gebhardt started three generations ago 
in New Braunfels and moved to San Antonio 
when Commerce Street was a donkey trail. The 
combination of seasoning in Gebhardt’s is a se- 
cret. They are mixed and ground in old Mexico, 
where they are grown on the company farms. 
Fifty years ago in Dallas an old fellow ran a hole- 
in-the-wall chili counter with stools only until he 
had a stake to set up a fancy cafe to go broke in 
a few months and return to his hole-in-the-wall 
which the owner always kept unleased for him 
to set up again knowing he would soon be back. 


“Spaghetti red is spaghetti with cheese 
dressing and chili poured over the top. Take 
a fork in one hand, a hunk of bread in the 
other and chase the stuff inte a corner and 
gormandize. Use a siab of bald-faced pie 
for dessert.” 


In New York, Will Corum, who subscribes to 
the St. Louis version of chili con, implying ground 
meat, has advised me to try the Alamo on 47th 
off Sixth, and I just remembered El Rancho, a 
Gebhardt parlor at 720 Seventh Ave., where our 
family traded years ago. Notwithstanding my 
duodenal bunion I might give El Rancho one 
more play.

Religion Comes to Guale 


After the Spanish under Menendez de 
Aviles established a fort near St. Mary’s in 
1566, the Catholic Church built a series of 
missions along the Georgia coast, where Jesuit 
and Franciscan priests worked to convert the 
Indians to Christianity. One hundred and 
twenty years later, the English drove the 
Spanish south into Florida, leaving the missions 
to crumble to ruins, The English denied Roman 
Catholics the right to live in Georgia when it 


was founded, but following the Revolution the 
Catholics returned to the State. Three hundred 
and ninety-five years ago when the missions 
were founded, what is now Georgia was 
known as Guale, a name given the land by the 
Spanish to honor a friendly Indian chief who 
greeted them when they arrived. Georgia's 
missions paralleled in history the famous 
missions of the American Southwest. There 
remains little trace of this Spanish phase.

Pen Pals Prove 
‘(,ood’ Americans

One of those wholesome childish pen-pal exchanges, which were 
always strong cables of friendship across the sea, has developed 
into a poignant story here in Atlanta where a family seeks to 
erase a cruel betrayal by an American soldier, and prove there are 
“good” Americans, as well as harsh ones, 


The family of Dr. John B. Motsinger clothe and feed and 
encourage a little boy named Bjorn and his unmarried Danish girl 
mother, Kirsten, who met and loved an American man who per- 
suaded her that his demands were merely the accepted American 
custom of trial marriage. When she told him about their baby, 
he disappeared. She learned later that he had fathered three other 
babies in the town where he was stationed in Germany and she 
had gone to be an interpreter for the American occupation forces. 


“When I tell you what has happened,” the Danish girl wrote 
her lifetime pen friend, Joanne Motsinger, “You and your family 
will refuse to recognize me any longer. I had wanted so to be an 
American, all of my life. When I met your countryman, I loved 
him with all my heart. We became engaged and planned to come 
to America to live as soon as possible. Then... .” and the story 
of her baby followed. 


Of course the Motsingers did not refuse to recognize the girl 
who had literally grown up with their daughter, through letters. 
They had shared every experience with her, throughout the years, 
including the merry day when the two girls had each been given 
puppies and named them both Sandy. They had exchanged pictures, 
wrote of first dates, dances, enthusiasms for sports and reading. 
Then came the blackouts of war. 


“We will write her at once,” said Mrs. Motsinger, who had 
always wished to bring the girl here to send her to school with her 
own two daughters, “And we will be careful to see that this never 
makes any difference in our tone. We will never let her down.” 


The packages became heavier, freighted with diapers, wrappers, 
powdered milk, and vitamins .., all the provisions a loving family 


would try to make for their own daughter facing motherhood alone | 


in a land far away. 


For the girl's own family, once prosperous, had crumbled under |

When the baby was born, it was named “John” for the fathers | 


of both the girls, which in Danish become Bjorn. The fatherless 


child was carried back to Denmark, welcomed by the girl’s family, 


and has since been adopted by her kindly father. 


Kirsten now works at a small job, taking her little son eight | 
miles each morning on her bicycle, to a nursery, where she calls | 


for him at the end of a long day. They can afford no help, and 
there are no luxuries to be had for those of meager income.

Railroads 
Ask 6 Pet. 
Freight Hike 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16—(U.P)— 
The nation’s railroads asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
Tuesday for an immediate six per- 
cent freight-rate increase aimed 
at yielding $470,000,000 a year in 
extra revenues to meet higher op- 
erating costs. 

They said in a petition they 
needed the money to pay new 
wage demands by most of their 
‘employees, to buy new cars and 
other improved equipment for the 
rearmament program and mieet 
rising costs of all supplies. 

The carriers estimated the pro- 
posed increase would raise their 
net income this year to $1,058,- 
000,000, giving them a return of 
4.17 percent on net investment. 
This compares with a return of 
only 3.26 percent if the request 
is refused. Their 1950 return was 
3.93 percent. 

The carriers added they would 
file a motion Friday to have the 
Commission grant the proposed 
increases on a temporary basis 
while it is considering their case. 
Any increases rejected by the ICC 
would be refunded, they said. 

The Government has granted 
seven railroad freight rate in- 
creases since World War II. Pres- 
ent rates are 57 percent higher 
than in 1946. The resulting in- 
crease in the nation’s annual 
freight bill has been estimated 
at $3,000,000,000. 

In addition, the Railway Ex- 
press Agency, Inc., which is owned 
jointly by the carriers, last week 
requested a 57-cent increase in ifs 
first-class rates and similar ad- 
justments in other categories. 

The railroads, which already 
had asked state Commerce Com- 
missions for an increase in intra- 
state shipments, sought ICC au-
